Forgetting costs a lot of tim e and 
makes a lot of trouble. It is a bad 
habit to form because it has a 
way of forming itself into reasons 
for not doing things one m ust do. 
“I forgot,” soon gets to be a de­ 
fense against any accusation of 
neglect. 
No child can afford to 
cultivate the open road to failure 
th a t "I forgot,” so surely proves 
to be. 
As soon as 
children 
are 
old 
enough to have responsibilities, like 
lessons th a t come on certain days, 
errands th a t are to be done a t odd 
times, chores th a t are out of the 
usual .routine, but which m ust be 
done, a note book, or a card chart, 
w ill.h elp to rem ind him. 
These 
notes should be w ritten on the 
card, or in the note book, under 
th e date on which they are to be 
done. 
The child learns to consult 
his book or his card and check off 
each note as it is fulfilled. 
That 
habit is priceless. 
It helps one to 
keep engagements on time; to save 
tim e and energy; to live smoothly 
and to gain a reputation for de­ 
pendability that is worth all the 
trouble it costs. 
Others establish 
routine 
habits 
by close supervision and the ald of 
the clock. 
It is not usual for 
children to forget habits th at have 
been set from infancy, in this way. 
Saying, 
“I forgot 
to 
wash 
my 
teeth,” can usually be interpreted 
acurately as, “I wanted to forget 
to wash my teeth.” 
It is when the children are going 
to school and taking on extra activ­ 
ities associated 
w ith 
home and 
school, th at th e checking card or 
notebook is needed. Mothers should 
help these 
children 
to 
establish 
this habit, but allow the children to 
do their own checking. 
The habit 
m ust be self-checking or it does not 
function. 
In the beginnig the card may be 
best. 
It is tacked in some place 
easily 
and surely 
seen 
by the 
child. 
There is a pencil attached 
by a string hanging close by It, 
and the child enters his duties 
and checks them off himself. 
It 
will be necessary at the beginning 
for mother to say, "B etter set that 


down so you will not forget it.” 
But she should not follow it up. 
T hat is left for the child to do. By 
making him self responsible for the 
doing and checking off, he learns 
to use his card and also to rem em­ 
ber w hat it recorded. 
Mothers can help children to re­ 
member by telling them at the right 
time. 
The right time means when 
the child’s attention is centered on 
w hat she is saying. 
Never tell a 


child to do anything while he is 
busy thinking or doing something 
else. 
Make 
the 
direction 
brief, 
clear, positive. Don’t talk about it. 
Let the child feel you have finished 
when you have given him the direc­ 
tion so lie* assumes full responsi­ 
bility. 
Give him only one direc­ 
tion a t a time.

PLUMS IS PLUMS 


Mighty senator's leave Washington to be­ 
come ambassadors. 
Congressmen give up 
legislative perches to accept federal judge­ 
ships. An ex-President (the second Adams) 
concluded his career with service in the low­ 
er house of congress. 
The determining factor in these things 
usually is whim or foresight; and something 
of the latter nature possibly is in the mind 
of J. F. T. O’Connor in announcing his resig­ 
nation as comptroller of the currency to try 
for a candidacy for governor of California. 
Mr. O’Connor certainly is not in any immedi­ 
ate political jeopardy with regard to his 
federal office, but government reorganiza­ 
tion is definitely, if ponderously, in the pic­ 
ture at Washington. 
National bank cur­ 
rency—once an outstanding product of Mr. 
O’Connor’s office—has been done away with. 
National banks, once under his scrutiny, 
are no subject primarily to the reserve sys­ 
tem and FDIC. 
The office of comptroller 
of currency is definitely out, when reorgani­ 
zation becomes a fact. 


BEACH FRONTAGE SOUGHT 


Huntington Beach, one of the most prog­ 
ressive cities along the coast took initial 
steps this week to acquire 1300 feet of beach 
frontage and 60 acres across the Coast High­ 
way for establishment of a city park. 
The council entered into an agreement 
with the Mills Land and Water Company 
when the latter withdrew its request for 
half of the oil rights. The council announced 
the proposed purchase by issuance of bonds 
to be voted upon April 12. 
Huntington Beach already owns 1700 feet 
bf beach frontage and with the addition of 
the 1300 feet now proposed for purchase 
would have nearly two-thirds of a mile of 
beach land for park purposes.

A new weapon in the war on highway ac­ 
cidents has been brought forward by the 
Pennsylvania motor police in the form of a 
camera which is said to be capable of photo­ 
graphing licenses of speeding automobiles at 
night. 
Infra-red cameras are being developed for 
# police use by Capt. Flavel M. Williams, re­ 
tired naval officer and fog camera expert, 
who was drafted by the Pennsylvania motor 
police to carry on his researches. 
According to news dispatches this camera 
is expected to pierce the brightest headlight 
rays and clock the speed of the car at the 
game time. The camera would be set up 
close to the windshield of the police cars 
and could photograph through the glass of 
the windshield, getting the license pl ite of a 
car in front or of a vehicle cornin^, in the 
opposite direction. 
Flashlight equipment 
would be synchronized on headlights at the 
front of the police car to take pictures at 
dusk. If headlights on the offending car 
were so bright the ordinary flashlight bulb 
could not pierce them after dark, an infra­ 
red screen would come into play. There then 
would be no flash to divert the driver. The 
speedometer in the police car also would 
appear on the photograph through a mirror 
arrangement. 
It can readily be seen where this type of 
camera would be of untold benefit at night 
and would have a tendency to keep careless 
and drunk drivers in line. The knowledge 
that such a camera was in use would have a 
psychological effect on most any driver.

few years. 
T here is nothing it it 
which could offend 
th e

au th o rities to an y governm ent, u n ­ 
less Moscow objects on principle 
to the 
sham eless

queens, princesses and princes as 
relics

barbarism . 
The 
cruel w itch could sym bolize M arx­ 
ism in Berlin, Fascism in Russia, 
Jap an in China, “T ories" or "B rain 
T ru sters" in Am erica, and so on. 
W ith 
m odified 
sound-tracks, 
the 
film will be equally Intelligible to 
A siatic coolies, A frican bushm en, 
G erm an youth organizations, South 
A m erican gauchos,

and

equally safe to perdict th a t it will 
have a definite

W alt D isney's anim ated fables m ay 
well supply a key to our progress 
during the next 20 years.

be broken until the P rince comes 
riding by and restores the sleeping 
Snow -W hite to life. 
T his is a n ­ 
other way of saying th a t the world 
is again w aiting for a M essiah, or 
ra th e r for a religion—old or new 
—which will set it free from the 
curse of dead Ideas and petrified 
custom s. 
Such a mood as th is descended on 
the ancient world during the A u­ 
g ustan Age, when Virgil w rote his 
fam ous Eclogue 
prefiguring 
the 
com ing of C hrist, and w hen H orace 
sang of the glories of contentm ent 
ra th e r th an of w ar. 
T his is, of course, a ra th e r heavy 
burden to lay on th e tender charm 
of W alt D isney's latest production.

Such a tax 
is Inevitable. B ut if the proposition 
of "parity prices” is accepted it 
isn't as bad as it sounds. 
W hat 
difference does it m ake to the con­

m akes a difference b ut it Is all in 
favor of the processing tax because 
th a t would save hundreds of m il­ 
lions in other taxes for the cost 
of th e cockeyed adm inistration of

a lot b etter for the consum er to be 
assured of plenty under free pro­ 
duction th a n to gam ble th a t H enry 
didn't m ake a m istake in re g u la t­ 
ing an artificial scarcity.

It Is an u tte r lack of respect for other peoples' 
rights.

Rule is the Golden Rule. 


W hen any individual s ta rts In these restrictive

Y et both m ajor political 
parties, many church 
groups, m any college educators and all m audlin re ­ 
form ers are continually advocating the principles 
of collective bargaining. 
It is tim e we began to realize w’h a t the principles 
of collective bargaining really m ean. 


LIBERTY AND VOTING MAJORITY 
DEMOCRACY 
Some of the so-called liberals are alw ays con­ 
tending th a t lf we are not to have a voting m ajority 
dem ocracy, w h at can be su bstituted In its place 
and th a t they prefer th a t a voting m ajority decide 
things to any other m ethod of m aking decisions. 
T h is statem en t m akes us w onder w hether there 
ever has been a place in all history w hen a true lib­ 
eral form of governm ent w as esU onsned by the vot­ 
ing m ajority. 


B enjam in Kidd In his g re at book, "W estern Civili­ 
zation,” contends th a t the first real liberal Bill of 
R ights w as presented to th e people by the Army 
in 1649. 
W hen the A rticles of Confederacy were 
adopted, a large p a rt of the citizens a t th a t tim# 
did not have the rig h t of franchise, nor did they 
have the rig h t of franchise w hen the present Con­ 
stitu tio n w as adopted and the C onstitution w as pre­ 
sented to them w ith no altern ativ e b ut to retain 
the Federation or adopt a C onstitution. 
The voting m ajority, therefore, did not establish 
our C onstitution and w hen the Bill of R ights was 
added, a large percentage of the population was 
w ithout the rig h t of franchise. 
So we w onder w hether there has been, or is any 
im m ediate 
hope 
of 
any 
governm ent, 
giving the 
people a Bill of R ights w hen all the people had a 
rig h t to vote on every im portant question. 


W e would be glad to be enlightened on this Im ­ 
p o rtan t question. T his question should be of interest 
now th at we are m ore and m ore losing the rights 
originally given to us by the aristo cracy who p a t­ 
terned these rights a fte r the Bill of R ights, given 
to E ngland by the A rm y in 1649.

T his belief is quite comm on am ong labor agitators 
and socialists b u t seldom do you run across a 
professor who does not understand the fallacy of 


th is reasoning. 
B ecause there a rs profits, is no evidence th a t th# 
w orker is n o t g ettin g all he produces. 
The reason 
for th is Is th a t by w orking together, people can 
produce m uch m ore th an th ey can w orking In­ 
dividually. 
If one m an h a s certain qualities or 
abilities to do th in g s th a t an o th er h as not and th is 
m an can em ploy an o th er and in stru ct him how to 
produce som ething and pay him m ore th an he can 
get producing som ething for him self, or m ore than 
anyone else will pay him, and still have a profit left, 
then th is pro fit belongs to th# entrepreneur w ith

L et us Illustrate. 
If a m an know s how to raise 
straw berries, re n ts land an d hires a m an to c a rt for 
the straw b erries and produces m ore and m arkets 
them in a b e tter w ay and sells them s t a b e ttsr 
price th an the hired w orker could him self by renting 
land and capital and producing them , then tb s 
difference betw een w h at he could g et thle w orker 
o r o th er w orkers to do th e sam e Job for and w hat 
he is able to m ark et h is berries for Is a p ro fit 
T he profit Is created by the Judgm ent and m an­ 
agem ent of the individual and should go to him aa 
being w h at he produces Ju st tb s sam e a s th e p a rt 
th a t goes to th e laborer should be th e p e rt th a t bs 
him self or som eone else w ould pay him .
